Women Ask 
For Six More 
Supervisors

Changes in the Lts Angeles 
County charter which would re­ 
sult in increasing the Board
of Supervisors from five to a
limit of 11 members are being
sought by the Los Angeles
County Council of the League 
of Women Voters following an
intensive two-year study of the
county government.

Also being sought by the
league are provisions for sep­
aration of policy-making, legi­
slative powers within county
government from those of ad­
ministration. Under the pro­
posed program, the Board of
Supervisors would retain its
policy-making and legislative
powers but would be stripped
of administrative authority.

CREATION OF an admin­

istrative officer to handle ad­
ministrative duties currently
within the province of the
Board of Supervisors is urged
in order to enable the Board
of Supervisors to concentrate
more effectively on problems'
of representation, taxation, leg­
islation, and policy-making.

With supervisors being
elected on the basis of popula­ 
tion from districts which are 
contiguous and compact, citi­
zens would have freer access
to their supervisors, according
to league proponents.
